people planning huntjng and fish- 


ing trips—and several such sports- 
men blandly promised “a mess of 
fish or birds if the weather is 
good.” 

“But,” sighed the weatherman 
in his best we-can-nevef-win tone, 
“we haven't got any yet.” 

John Ballard, official in charge 
at the Weather Bureau, said some- 
times people call and want to 
know what the weather will be a 
month hence. He added such per- 
Sons are calmly told. that the 
Weather Bureau; unlike an alma- 
nhac, doesn't provide forecasts more 
than five or six days ahead. 

Ballard said he received “com- 
paratively few” complgnts when 
the weather didn’t pan out as pre- 
dicted. 

“But a fellow the other day,” he 
recalled, “sent us a bill for a car 
wash. We had forecast clear 


weather. Then it rained and got keep reeling off those forecasts— 


his newly washed car all muddy. 


_ He pointed out that many busi- 
nesses, such as the gas company 
and constructi#h companies, rely 
‘heavily on weather forecasts in 
carrying on their work. And hog 
raisers, he added, bombarded the 
Bureau with various versions of 
the query: “Will it be cold enough 
to kill my hog?” “ 

' In bad weather, he explained, 
ithe three telephones in the infor- 
‘mation office are constantly busy, 
receiving some 250 calls an hour— 
the maximum load. 

“Our lines are busy so much,” 
he asserted, “that people accuse 
us of keeping the phone off the 
hook. Of course, we don’t.” 

Making a weather forecast is 
a complex procedure. Atlanta’s 
Weather Bureau has a 36-man 
staff and some 15 intricate instru- 
ments. It gets daily reports from 
about 300 weather stations. 


The most notable thing, climati- 
cally speaking, about Atlanta’s 
weather in 1948 was rain. It was 
the wettest year since Atlanta be- 
gan keeping records in 1879, Bal- 
lard reported. 


December, 1948, was the warm- 
est December in Atlanta in 15 
years, with the mean temperature 
averaging about 414 degreés above 
normal for the month. On Dec. 14 
the thermometer climbed to a 
balmy 74 degrees, making the day 
the warmest Dec. 14 on record. 

Your weathermen don’t claim to 
know what 1949 holds in store, but 
keep calling CA. 8461 and they’!

From Georgia Worms 
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Georgians Push Antilynch Legislation 


If the Eighty-First Congress, which 
meets tomorrow, enacts an antilynching 
law, a few nonrepresentative Georgians 
will be directly accountable. 

Lynching has been onthe decline in 
recent years. Indeed, it is the only crime, 
major or minor, whose incident rate has 
dropped steadily in the past 30 years. 
And, as the number of lynchings has de- 
creased, so has been decimated the argu- 
ments of those in Congress who advocated 
enactment of far-reaching Federal anti- 
lynch legislation. 

We had hoped, at the beginning of 1948, 
that there would be no lynchings during 
the year. That, it seemed to us, was a far 
more logical means of defeating anti- 
lynch legislation than filibusters or stand- 
ing on the principle of States’ rights. 

It is a tremendous disappointment, 
therefore, to those of us who like to think 
of Georgia as the Empire State of the 
South to realize that the only two lynch- 
ings in the nation last year took place 
within our boundaries, as did a _ third 
which is technically listed as “a border- 
line case.” 


Nipping a Tax Subteriuge 


It is gratifying that the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau finally has waked up to the 
abuses of the capital gains tax by radio 
entertainers. 


Under the law, sales of capital assets 
are taxable at 25 percent of the profits, 
whereas the income tax rate in the highest 
bracket runs to 77 percent. 


When used as intended, the capital 
gains tax is a wise provision. It would 
hardly be fair, for instance, for a person 
who has spent a lifetime building up a 
business and who then sells it at a good 
profit to be forced to pay the annual in- 
come tax rate upon such a transaction. 


But some radio entertainers have 
evolved a neat scheme of incorporating 
their shows and putting them on the block 
to the highest bidder. By claiming the 
sale price to”be a capital gain, they have 
expected to retain approximately three 
times what they could keep under normal 
income tax rates. The first such sale\was 
the Amos and Andy show for a reported 
$2,000,000. The capital gains tax on this 
amount was $500,000. But the straight 


The South as a whole had an excellent 
record for the year. Not only were there 


-no lynchings in any of the other Southern 


States, but the law prevented mob vio- 
lence ‘in at le&Ast seven instances. This 
latter, incidentally, is in refreshing con- 
trast to the action of some of our own offi- 
cers, who not only were unable to protect 
the lives of our citizens, but who seemed, 
in at least one instance, reluctant to take 
steps to bring the guilty to punishment. 


At any rate, two persons, one Negro 
and one white man, were lynched last 
year. Another Negro was killed under 
circumstances which the average person 
would consider a lynching. 


All of it happened in Georgia! 


Antilynching legislation has no more 
capable opponents than Sen. Richard B. 
Russell and the other members of the 
Georgia delegation. 

But neither has antilynching legisla- 
tion any more impelling argument in its 
favor than that provided by the Georgians 
responsible for the nation’s only lynch- 
ings of 1948. 


income tax would have been more than

Sale of the Jack Benny show to a com- 
peting radio network promised to be the 
second of a long series of such transac- 
tions. But the Internal Revenue Bureau 
last week reversed a previous ruling and 
announced Mr. Benny would have to pay 
the full income ‘tax rate on the deal. 

Obviously, that is right and proper. 
The value of such radio shows depends 
solely upon the chief performer himself. 
There are no tangible assets involved and 
the personality and reputation of the en- 
tertainer constitutes the entire stock in 
trade. o 

If that sort of thing were allowed -to 
continue unchecked there would be no 
reason why every employed person in 
the higher salary brackets shouldn’t in- 
corporate himself, sell his services to his 
employer and claim the “sale price” to 
be a capital gain. 

It would not take long for such subter- 
fuges to break down the entire tax struc- 
ture and it is well that the scheme is be- 
ing nipped before it reaches anything like 
serious proportions. e 


Margarine Tax Repeal In the Offing 


Millions of housewives will réjoice at 
the news that repeal of all Federal taxes 
on margarine is high up on the agenda 
of the Eighty-First Congress. 


And well they should be. 


For the 10-cent-a-pound levy on col- 
ored margarine has resulted in untold 
woman-hours of labor. 


Only in the past several years, when 
butter reached such fantastic heights, 
have margarine makers dared color any 
eonsiderable portion of their output. The 
truth of the matter is, of course, that 
they might well have done it before. Mar- 
garine has gained such favor that many 


prefer it to butter and have long since 
been willing to pay the 10-cent-a-pound 
tax, however unjustified, rather than de- 


vote the time and effort necessary to col- 


oring it themselves. 

Still, inasmuch as the margarine levy 
is an iniquitous thing, completely indefen- 
sible, we are glad that it is finally about 
to be eliminated. The butter bloc can be 
expected to put up a desperate delaying 
action, true, but the temper of the nation’s 
housewives ‘is such that the vast major- 
ity of Congressmen, just returned from 
home, cannot help but realize that repeal 
of the margarine handicap will be one 
of the most popular actions they can take.

Georgia marched forward during 1948 in the fields of education, port development and tourist 


attraction. As the new year gets under way, the 


State is looking for money to greatly expand its | 


educational program. Education was the No. 1 development last year, and education is slated for 


major improvement in the new 
tional opportunities for all children. 

While progress was shown in most fields of 
State government, the State wasted a year in 
its efforts to prevent another Winecoff Hotel 
fire disaster. Compt. Gen. Zack Cravey kept an 
office in operation all the year, but he refused 
to enforce the 1947 building safety law on the 
contention it is impractical. Atlanta’s Building 
Supervisor, Marvin Harper, a member of the 
State Building Safety Council, demanded that 
Cravey make his own hotel meet .fire safety 
regulations. Cravey got the Legislature to delay 
enforcement of the State law until the 1949 
General Assembly can modify it. 


Georgia led the rest of the South in in- 
augurating an historic regional education 
Program for graduate and professional 
schools. Southern Governors met at Savan- 
mah te set off the educational “share-the- 
wealth” plan. Regional headquarters were 
established in Atlanta. Gov. Talmadge will 
ask the Legislature this month to allot funds 
to help finance the program. 


During the year, Acting Gov. Thompson put 
up funds te employ 700 additional teachers, 
increased all teachers’ pay 10 percent, and. gave 
the University of Georgia an additional $250,000 
to retain its accredited standing.

The State’s greatest bargain of the year was 
Gov. Talmadge’s purchase of the gigantic Sa- 
vannah Quartermaster Depot for development of 
Georgia’s ports. He paid $808,100 for the ware- 
houses valued upward to $12,000,000. 

Headlining the tourist attractions was the 
opening of fabulous Jekyll Island, purchased by 
Acting Gov. Thompson, as a State park during 
the Spring. Drawing children from throughout

On the sadder side of the picture, the 
Highway Department, Game and Fish Com- 
mission and Agricultural Commissioner ran 
into trouble.

Talmadge 
stopped Thompson from building roads after 
the primary. Jim Gillis, named Highway 
Director by Talmadge, fired engineers for 
accepting gifts from contractors, and sus- 
pended contract letting for three months. 
In spite of all this, however, the State set 
a record for building more roads in more 
counties. 


The State is prosecuting Arthur Anderson, 


former cashier, on a charge of embezzling $4,549 
from the Game and Fish Commission. Director 
Charles Elliott and two aides were cleared of 
any implications of fraud in their “unusual 
expense accounts”; all resigned. 

Agricultural Commissioner Tom Linder had 
a hard time. He was indicted by a Federal grand 
jury on a charge of lobbying for his personal 
business interests. 

The year also found State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher saving the State three quarters of a 
million dollars by buying up part of a bond 
issue floated by Georgia Tech to build dormi- 
tories; the Welfare Department adding 9,000 to 
its pension rolls; the State’s idle declining to a

legends of the land testify. 

But it also is worth noting that the original idea of instruction 
-—sending men who were experienced to teach—was employed. 
They did well, too, until the Chinese and cotton and the richness 
of the early soil turned the people from silk to crops more directly 
profitable. 

The beginnings of agricultural teaching are in one of my Christ- 
mas presents, ““T'wo Hundred Years of Agricultural Education in 
Georgia,” by John T. Wheeler, veteran teacher and pioneer in 
agricultural teaching at the University of Georgia. On page eight 
one reads: 

“The Trustees of the Georgia Colony and James'Oglethorpe 

; did not confine their efforts in planning and developing a pro- 
gram of agricultural education to the experimental farm. As 
early as 1732 the Trustees began to select and employ teachers 
of agriculture for the, projected Colony. In that year: the Co- 
lonial Records show that three Piedmontese (Italians) ‘were 
engaged to go and settle in Georgia and instruct the people’ in 
producing raw silk. ‘For,’ the Trustees pointed out,. ‘there are 
good possibilities of succeeding, if proper measures are pur- 
sued, to instruct and encourage (the settlers) so that they will 
be likely to succeed’ and ‘if experienced persons are at first 
sent to teach the people how to perform the new tasks.’ 

“Nicholas Amatis, his brother, and one other Italian were 
employed April 3, 1733. The salary was 25 pounds (about $125) 
annually for a period of four years, and a tract of 450 acres of 
land was assigned to each teacher, provided at the conclusion 
of the teacher’s services, ‘the machines for winding silk and 
cultivating the land be left and designated persons taught how 
to use them.” It appears, therefore, that these teachers received 
annually $125 and whatever each could make from the 450- 
acre farm. 

“These Italians were the first special teachers of agriculture 
employed in Georgia and, doubtiess, they®were the first such 
teachers of agriculture to be employed in this -country. 

“Special instructors were also provided for the new enter- 
prises of indigo production and grape culture. Abraham Delyon 
(De Leon), a Portuguese Jew (1738), and the brothers Peter 
and James Bailleu are especially mentioned in connection with 
teaching grape culture and wine making in the Georgia Colony. 

“It seems that the instruction in silk culture was rather 
successfully carried out by the new teachers, for in’'May, 1735, 
Queen Caroline of England, celebrating her fifty-second (52nd) 
birthday, wore a gorgeous dress made of silk imported from 
Georgia. By 1842 Georgia silk had become an important ex- 
port commodity.” 

Silk necessitated a subsidy from the British crown, so we can 
go back there to the first farm-support price program. Chinese 
competition ruined it. The settlers were not willing to do the 
tedious labor, climactic conditions were not right, and other crops 
brought quicker money. 


Oranges So it was with oranges. The wild orange was native 
to South Georgia and Florida, but imported orange 
shoots were the basis of the present great citrus industry. They 
had their beginnings in Georgia. The original colony had its ex- 
periment station, which included 10 acres of orange trees. Frosts 
killed them and drove those who believed in them into Florida. 


The ideas in that early beginning—of experiment and of teach- 


ing done by trained persons—died out and it was 1903 before the | 


State again made agriculture an official part of the teaching in 
the State. In the long dark era there were many great figures 
who stood out as beacon lights in agriculture, but all in all it was 
a sad time in which little was taught and farmers worked by rule 
of thumb, so to speak, knowing nothing of soils and clearing new 


land each year replaced the ‘‘worn-out” land. 

Clubs By 1906 the club movement had developed in a dozen 
counties and The Atlanta Constitution was editorially 

supporting the “clubs” as a way to a better life and was encour- 

aging the young men and women to form clubs.

One is struck, on reading the book, by ow many unselfish 
men there were who almost literally gave their lives to teaching 
agriculture despite the lack of encouragement and pay that were a 
discouraging part of the beginning—-as they are today to a lesser 
degree. 

There was not an unwillingness or even a hostility toward 
instruction. There: was simply the great inertia of the farmer—a 
feeling of unwillingness to admit he didn’t know how to farm, plus 
a stubborn muleheadedness which made him think teachers and 
books had no part in farming. 

Many a county agent, vocational agricultural teacher meets that 
today and many are the 4-H Club boys or girls and Future Farmers 
Who has cried’ himself or herself to sleep after being rebuffed 
by their parents when presenting some plan they learned at school. 

To any person interested in agriculture in the State the book 
is a valuable history and source book, as, well as a monument to 
its writer and others who have worked before him in this vital 


field.

Then FDR With Franklin Roosevelt’s first election there came 

into being, however, a new Democratic Party which 
embodied many of the ideas which had been held by Theodore 
Roosevelt. Conceding as much as you like that FDR was elected 
first at a time of depression when almost any Democratic candidate 
could have. won, the fact remains he did lead in creating a new 
Democratic Party which welded together progressive groups of the 
nation and which, short of revolution, will continue to embody all 
progressive groups for a long time to come.

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Nation s Biggest Debtor 
Eniers the New Year 


By CHARLES MOLONY 


WASHINGTON—(?)—The_ Na- 
tion’s biggest debtor—the United 
States Government—enters 1949 
in this financial situation: 

1. It'll be lucky if it can pay 

expenses out of its income during 
the next 12 months. Chances are 
it won't unless there is a tax 
raise. 
2. Yet the Government has back 
debts amounting to nearly six 
times its income—and at least 
one-sixth of those back debts fall 
. due in 1949. 

That may sound to you like 
being in a tough spot, but the 
Government is an old hand at car- 
rying a debt. It’s been doing it 
constantly through more than a 
century and a half. Now it owes 
about three-fifths of all debt owed 
in the U. S. 

The Government's system: When 
there isn’t any surplus income to 
pay off or old debts, refinance 
the debt that falls due—that is, 


borrow new money to pay off old bas 


debts; contract more debts if more 
money-is needed. 

The impressive thing about the 
Government's operations in their 
size: , around $42,000,- 
000,000 in 1948, and headed up 
in 1949; income, perhaps $1,000.- 
000,000 or more short of expenses, 
with taxes what they are now; 
debt, over $252,000,000,000, costing 
$5,300,000,000 interest annually. 

The important thing about gov- 


‘ernment’s interest costs on debt, 
the paying off of some debt in 
1948 and replacement of some old 
bonds with new short-term issues 
bearing lower interest has offset 
largely the rising rates on current 
short-term issues. 


Debt interest costs are $5,300,- 
000,000 a year and the trend is up- 
‘ward. This adds to budget costs, 
even though it may help dampen 
inflation and thereby tend to help 
hold down prices. If deflation re- 
Places inflation as an economic 
problem, interest - raising moves 
could be delayed or perhaps re- 
versed. 

The pattern in which Govern- 
ment securities fall due in 1949 is 
pretty much like that of 1948. 
Here’s the way it looks: 

_ About $12,000,000,000 in 91-day 
Treasury bills, coming due in 
batches of $900,000,000 or $1,000,- 
000,000 throughout the year, are 
\likely to be refinanced by issuing 
new ones for old from week to 


eek. 
Some °$30,000,000,000 in one- 
year debt certificates and longer- 
term bonds are due from month 
to month over the year. Another 
$6,700,000,000 in bonds are call- 
able for redemption or refinanc- 
ing at the option of the Treasury. 
The most likely step for the latter 
is refinancing. 

Then, there are $823,000,000 in 
Savings bonds that will be ten

The lumber story of 1948 is one 
of titanic production that failed 
to maintain its pace in the closing 
weeks; of a price fall-off when or- 
der-sshy small mills dumped their 

lumber for whatever they could 


get. : 

This applies chiefly to the con- 
struction lumbers, pine and fir. 
The hardwoods—used chiefly for 
furniture and flooring—came 
through the year with high pro- 
duction. Some price softness on 
poorer grades was noted in the 
Southern hardwood region, but 
Northern hardwood manufacturers 
report prices firm and mills oper- 
ating with only seasonal curtail- 
ment. 

The year opened with produc- 
tion hitting a pace that even two 
months ago seemed certain to 
, shatter all records. The Western 

pines (from the 11 states West of 
the Dakotas’ Black Hills) did set 
a new mark, estimated by the 
Western Pine Association at

TELEVISION GROWTH 
Expansion Too Rapid 
For Own Forecasters 


NEW YORK—(/)—Television’s growth in 1948 was so rapid as 
to make the forecasts of even the optimists look bad. 


A trebling of the number of sta- 
tions, a five-fold increase in the 
number of sets in use—that was 
the record for the year as the 
marvel of pictures through the air 
really caught hold with the Amer-| 
ican public. 

Television definitely outgrew 
the gadget status and emerged 
as a dynamic force of yet un- 
known proportions. Its spectac- 
ular advance led Chairman 
Wayne Coy, of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, to ob- 
serve: “Television is rapidly 
becoming America’s national 
pastime.” 

Aside from the concern tele- 
vision raised among other indus- 
tries as to its ultimate effect on 
them, more personal questions 
such as these were posed: 

Will television reverse the 
trend and make America a na- 
tion of stay-at-homes instead of 
gad-abouts? 

Will it tend to tighten family 
ties and halt the rise in divorce 
rates—or, by distracting wives 
from tkeir household chores 
during the day, promote domes- 


slightly more than seven billion 
board feet. This is 250 million 
above 1947's record. 

But Southern pine and Douglas 
fir fell short. Southern Pine’s esti- 
mated production for the year is 
9,300,000,000 board feet, a drop of 
800 million from last year. Doug- 
las fir’s estimate is 8,400,000,000 
compared with 8,749,000,000 last 
year. 

A variety of reasons—strikes, 
floods, car shortages—are given 
for failure to meintain the record 
production clip, but only one holds 
concern. This is the drop caused 
by recent mill closures. 

And the mills closed because’ 
orders fell off. 

Douglas fir seems hit the hard- 
est and here are its figures: At 
. the end of August this year, 
‘ gtocks on hand at the mills ex- 
ceeded orders by 72,000,000 feet. 
Each month since, the unfavorable 
balance has increased: To 203,- 
800,000 at the end of September; 
352,600,000 at the end of October: 
502,000,000 at the end of No- 
vember. 

That’s why Long-Bell’s giant 
mills at Longview, Wash., cut 
back te four-days-a-week operation 
on Dec. 2; why Robertson & 
Hackett at Vancouver, B, C., did 
the same a week later; why little 
mills shut down entirely. 

There were still plenty of orders 
for the better grades of lumber, 
but as one producer said, “We 
can’t cut just part of the tree.” 

When orders slacked off, the 


marginal operators who had nei-' 


ther facilities nor fimancing for) 
storage put “distress” lumber on 
the market for what price they 
could get. The price skid was on. 

No one can say just how much 
the price has dropped. A spokes- 
man says some mills have cut the 
price on common grades more 
than 25 percent; other mills have 
cut less than 15 percent. But they 
weren't selling at the same price 
to start with. 

Price was a factor in lumber 
men’s thinking all year. Early in 
1948 Weyerhaeuser, the biggest of 
them all, cut prices 10 percent in 
response to the Government’s re- 
quest to the industry to do some 
thing for low-cost housing. Noth- 
ing happened. Other mills didn’t 
cut and had no trouble selling at 
the higher prices. The cut, in 
many instances, was not passed on 
to the consumer. So Weyerhaeuser 
abandoned the reduction. 

Now the public seems to have 
done the price cutting, abetted by 
the industry’s mammoth produc- 
tion. 

Lumbermen see a few bright 
spots. Shipments have siumped 
less than orders, meaning that 
while new orders aren’t being 
placed, old orders are not being 
canceled. And for the future, 
there has been renewed inquiry on 
January and February shipments 
at present prices. 

No one will say flatly that 
means the market is firming, but 
one spokesman says “a little sta- 
bility is entering the picture.” 

The big mills and the efficient 
small mills expect to be turning 
out their full-time production again. 
Just how soon depends largely on 
what kind of housing program is 
developed by Congress and

tic rifts? 

Will it cause youngsters to 
stay home more, and reduce 
juvenile delinquency? 

And will television, with its tre- 
mendous impact, result in a better 
informed, better educated Ameri- 
can public? Or will it ‘seep peo- 
ple so occupied looking at it that 
they neglect their reading, visiting 
with neighbors, and the fine art 
of conversation? 

Those questions and possibili- 
ties seemed remote at the start of 
1948 with only 17 stations on the 
air and some 200,000 sets in use. 
‘But they appeared more signifi- 
cant one year later with 50 sta- 
tions on the air and 1,000,000 sets 
in use, and with the prospect of 
at least 100 stations and possibly 
3,000,0000 sets by the end of 1949. 


But the growth of television 
~—the fact that more people 
could see television—was only 
part of the story for 1948. An- 
other big part was the fact that 
television became much more 
worth seeing. . 

Not only did television move 
from the bar to the home, but 
wrestling and boxing took back 
seats to dramatic productions, 
musical revues, newsreels, fash- 
fon shows, kiddies’ programs— 
and a revived vaudeville. 

Even though the audience still 
was small, big advertisers began 
to move in with high budget pro- 
grams to stake out choice times on 
television for the time when the 
number of sets will run into the 
millions. 

One of the big factors in the im- 
provement of programs was the 
lifting of James C. Petrillo’s ban 
on live musie for television last 
March. 

On the very first day, CBS tele- 
cast a concert by Eugene Or- 
mandy and the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony and NBC telecast Arturo 
Toscanini and the NBC Sym- 
phony. And ABC, which didn’t get 
its television network operating. 
until April, broadcast the opep 
ing performance of the 1948-49 
Metropolitan Opera season, Verdi’s 
“Otello,” in late November. 

Another program trend was an 
increase in the number of hours 
a day stations had programs on 
the air. The Dumont network’s 
key station, WABD in New York, 
started operating from 7 a. m. 
right through the day and eve- 
ning for five of its seven days on 
the air. 

An integral part of the program 
improvement was the extension 
of network facilities. 

At the start of the year, net- 
work connections stretched only 
fom Washington to New York 
with an extension up to Schenec- 
'tady. Since then, this hookup has 
been extended up to Boston and 
down to Richmond, and the Bell 
system has opened a Midwest net- 
work. . 

The two networks will be 
joined the second week of 
January to make one network 
extending from the Atlantic to 
the Mississippi, but it’s expected 
it will be two years or more be- 
fore there’s coast-to-coast tele- 


vision. 


The first major public event to 
go over the expanded network 
probably will be the Presidential 
inauguration Jan. 20 

A trend toward cheaper sets de- 
veloped early in the year but was 
checked by new cost rises and by 
a consumer demand that kept well 
ahead of supply. However, one 
company (Pilot) got down to 
$99.50 for a little set with a view- 
ing tube three inches across. 

Late in September the Federal 
Communications Commission in- 
definitely suspended further ac- 
tion on pending applications for 
new stations until after a new 
survey of interference between 
stations. But the’action had no 
effect on stations on the air or 
on permits already granted for 
100 others. 

The Commission is studying pos- 
sibilities of opening new television 
channels in the ultra high fre- 
quencies, where color television 
also is due to operate when it 
finally arrives. But FCC and in- 
dustry officials agreed present 
channels and present sets would 
remain standard for quite a while. 


Although the manufacture of 
sets has proved highly profitable, 
the broadcasting end of television 
continued to be a losing proposi- 
tion with no station yet reported 
reaching the break-even point. But 
this has brought no halt in plans 
for new stations, for television 
broadcasting also is expected to 
be a money maker as audiences 
grow large enough to attract more 
advertisers. 


As for the future, here are 
just a few forecasts: 

Wayne Coy, Chairman of the 
FCC “I estimate that in another 
two years we will have 400 
stations on the air.’ 

Max F. Balcom, Pre.dent, 
Radio Manufacturers Association: 
“For 1949, the present anticipated 
availability of cathode ray tubes 
indicates the production of tele- 
vision receivers may well exceed 
2,000,000 sets if no other bottle- 
necks occur.” 

Frank M. Folsom, newly elected 
President of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America: “At the end of 
1949, the outlook is for approxi- 
mately 123 television stations in 
70 cities and 35 states.”

‘Two Georgia Women Formed 


Athens Glub 90 Years Ago 


The Athens Woman’s Club recently marked the fiftieth 
year of its beginning with a dinner at the Georgian Hotel. 
A resume of accomplishments of the Club during its 50 
years was presented by Mrs. Leila Ritchie Mize, who 
served in the Extension Department of the University of 


Georgia for years. 


When Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs met in Colum- 
bus in 1898, meetings were at- 
tended by the late Miss Rosa 
Woodberry, a teacher in the 
Lucy Cobb Institute, of which 
the late Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb 
was President. Miss Woodberry 
was impressed with what could 
be done through organization 
into a group of women willing 
to give of themselves in seeing 
that the community in which 
they lived. moved forward. In- 
vitations were sent to 150 wom- 
en and in December, 1898, 100 
of this number attended the ini- 
tial meeting of Athens Woman’s 
Club, held in Lucy Cobb Insti- 
tute. 

Carrying out the idea of the 
beginning of the club, a window 
was reproduced 
Furniture Store, showing a rep- 
lica of the room in which Mrs. 
Lipscomb and Miss Woodbury 
had a cup of tea together while 
planning the organization of Ath- 
ens Woman’s Club. 

At first, the club was organ- 
ized into study groups, which 
met separately, coming together 
once each month in a general 
meeting. Then, as their own ad- 
vantages were realized, an 
awareness of the needs of others 
began to make itself felt. A kin- 
dergarten was. begun for chil- 
dren of women in East Athens 
who worked in factories, and the 
expense of this was borne by the 
club until its growing demands 
made it necessary to call on the 
city for help. 

The Athens Woman’s Club had 
its part in the opening of the 
university to women in 1918, 
first granted through the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and then 
into the other academic depart- 
ments. The Growers’ Market, 
still operating in Athens, had its 
first sponsorship by the club: 

An old home, built by Chief 
Justice Henry (Lumpkin, was 
bought in 1919, and many other 
activities have been carried to 
completion througr the desire to 
have the house free from debt. 
Last June saw the completion of 
this undertaking, and though the 
clubhouse is occupied by the 
Lamba Chi Alpha fraternity, the 
property belongs to the Athens 
Woman’s Club. t 

In the interest of getting a 
public library for Athens, a Li- 
brary and Education Tag Day 
was held. The hostess day at the 
Gallant-Belk store netted $100, 
which was given to the library 
cause. A “Tree of Knowledge” 
was placed on a street corner, 
and dround the base of the tree 
were placed books and gifts of 
money for the library. 

In the interest of making citi- 
zens conscious of things pro- 
duced in Athens, a “Live at 
Home” project served in ac: 
quainting people with commodi- 
ties that could be had in Ath: 
ens.

When you get sick you should 
mix intelligence with medica- 
tion, according to the author of 
this authentic and _ readable 
guide to the proper use of drugs 
and medicines. 


The author, Director of the 
Division of Research and Ther- 
apy of the American Medical 
Association, particularly warns 
against the danger of taking old 
medicines or drugs prescribed 
for someone else. 

In 1944, according to Dr. | 
Smith, Americans spent $500,- 
000,000 for articles in their med- 
icine chests. One-tenth of this 
amount was invested in laxa- 
tives, which, this author says, 
amounted practically to 
waste. He writes: 

“Laxatives ... have a limited 
field of usefulness when proper: 
ly prescribed, but otherwise they 
offer only the prospect of harm 
~and may even aggravate the 
condition for which they are be- 
ing used, They can cause consti- 
pation.” | 

Dr. Smith lists the seven most | 
common forms of self-dosing as | 
drugs for treating colds, laxa- 
tives, vitamins, sleeping tablets, 
pain relievers, anti-acids and kid- 
ney medicines. 

Concerning the common cold, 
Dr. Smith advises: “Let your 
cold alone.”

CHICAGO — (4) — Five major 
football rule changes were adopt- 
ed yesterday in the final session 
of the Football Committee of the 
National Federation of High 
School Athletic Associations. 


They were: 


1—~During a backward pass or fumble 
there will be no automatic loss of the 
ball if a foul is called... 

2—~If an ineligible receiver catches a 
pass behind, or in, the line of scrim- 
mage there will be a five-yard penaltv 
if he is hit by the ball but does not 
catch it there is no penaity. Previously. 
there was a 15-yard penalty for either 
situation. 

3—-A kickoff going out of bounds no 
longer will be recalled. Instead, the ball 
will be awarded the defending team (a) 
where it goes out of Bounds or (b) 10 
yards behind the restraining line, which- 
ever is more advantageous. ‘'n most 
cases this would give the defending team 
the ball on ite own 40-yard line. 

4—On a@ running play, the distance 
gained will be permitted prior to the call- 
ing of a foul. The penalty would be 
measured from where the bali is de- 
clared dead. 

5—If a foul te

The 
bookmobile thus became a mes- 
senger of mercy. 

If the bookmobile could talk it! 
could tell stories about the woman | 
who walked three miles with a 
small baby in her arms to get 
oe a for her child who was fail- 
ing’ in her studies at school. It 
would tell about the boy at 
Friendship who has been afflicted 
with spastic paralysis since 
birth. This boy has passed his 
fourth grade studies after reading 
from the bookmobile. Farmers 
have built their own houses gulid- 
ed only. by books on construction 
they obtained. Similarly, farm 
wives have instructed their chil- 
dren in table etiquette by reading 
Emily Post. 

A great number of the bookmo- 
bile’s 1,750 borrowers are children, 
who participate in the traveling 
library’s planned reading program. 
The library carries a great variety 
of child stories, fairy tales and 
novels designed to suit the young 
reader’s taste. 

The bookmobile makes a round 
trip throughout the rural areas of 
the county each 15 days. The trips 
through North Fulton and South 
Fulton are more than 90 miles 
each. During its 12 months’ exist- 
ence the bookmobile has reached 
into the mud-road communities
